( 8 ) Immediately after the examination of the film by the Revising Committee 
the opinion of the members attending the examination shall be recorded in dupli 
cate stating , with regard to each member , the particulars specified in sub - rule ( 3 ) 
of rule 23 . 


(9 ) One copy of the record prepared under sub -rule ( 8 ) shall be sent to the 
Chairman forthwith . 


( 10 ) The quorum of a Revising Committee shall be flye. 


( 11 ) The decision of a Revising Committee shall be that of the majority of 
the members attending the examination of the Alm and , in the event of an equality 
of votes , the presiding officer shall have a second or casting vote . 


( 12 ) On receipt of the record under sub - rule ( 9 ) the Chairman shall take or 
authorise the Regional Officer to take further action in conformity with the decision 
of the Revising Committee ."

G . S .R . 883. - In exercise of the powers conferred by proviso to article 309 of 
the Constitution , the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the 
recruitment and conditions of service of persons employed in the General Central 
Service Class I and Class II posts at the Tractor Training Centre , Hissar , namely : 

1. Short title. — These rules may be called the General Central Service Class I 
and Class II Posts ( Tractor Training Centre, Hissar ) Rules, 1963 . 


2 . Application . These rules shall apply to the posts mentioned in column 1 
of the Schedule hereto annexed . 


3. Number of posts , its classification and scale of pay. — The number of the 
said posts , its classification and the scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specifi 
ed in columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule . 


4 . Method of recrultment, age limit , other qualifications, etc . — The method of 
recruitment to the said posts, age limit , qualifications and other matters relating 
thereto , shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule : 


Provided that the upper age limit specified for direct recruitment may be 
relaxed : — 


(a ) in the case of Government servants, and 


(b ) in the case of Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes and other special 

categories of persons, in accordance with the general orders of the 
Government of India issued from time to time. 


5 . Dlsqualification . - - ( 1 ) No person who has more than one wife living or who , 
having a spouse living , marries in any case in which such marriage is void by 
reason of its taking place during the life time of such spouse, shall be eligible for 
appointment to the said posts. 


( 2 ) No woman whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a wife 
living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has a wife 
living at the time of such marriage , shall be eligible for appointment to the said 
posts : 


Provided that the Central Government may , if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering , exempt any person from the operation of this rule .
